THE PRESirST WORKS. 


"The worka consist of eight welis, each 


eight inches in diameter, and ranging 
from 150 to 530 feet in depth. Our. en- 
gineer flnds that the softness of the 
water varies at diilWent depths, show- 
ing that the wells are fed from flttl'prnnt 
strata of supply. The locating, boring 
and completion of these welh: has all 
been done by Mr. McMurtry. They are 
geared together by a very ingenious con- 
trivance, and they are pumped Irani all 
at once.. The water la taken by two 
small Holly pumps of 7iH»,iH 0 gallons ca- 
pacity, 
and 
one com pound duplex 


Worthinglon pump of 2,000,OtK) gallons 
capacity." 


A ma sin'1'i.v. 


"We have a daily supply at present of 


live million gallons," said Mr. McMur- 
try. 
"The present water consumption 


of Frcano City is only a million and a 
half gallons a day, so that it may l>e 
easily perceived that we have a water 
supply sufficient for years fo comn, and 
plenty more in Bight. When the pumps 
are going at the full capacity we pump 
enough water to supply the whole city 
and eix fire engines besides. 
In other 
^^places when water works are pumping 
^Bto their full capacity the average lower- 
^^ingof the water is twenty-four feet, but 


when all our pump:1 are going ut their full 
capacity, the reduction is only four feet. 
"We have never yet -been able to reduce 
the water l>elow that depth. I have 
worked hard for thn past three years to 
make this a valuable property, and it is 
now a very valuable property." 


"What facilities do you propose to 


offer the citizens for the extinguishing 
of lirrsV" asked the reporter. 


"\Ve fire ready," replied Mr. Coffin, 


"(o meet any demand in that direction, 
and wo will meet the city authorities 
more than half way if tticie ia anything 
they wish to Eiiugeat in that matter 
The mains will bo enlarged in the busi- 
ness part ol town for flro protection, and 
the former danger that this town has 
had from fire on account of the crarcity 
of water will, within a short time.be 
obviated entirely. This city will have 
as thorough a protection' from lire as 
any city on the coast." 


"In other word?," interposed Mr. Mc- 


Murtry, "the new company will carry 
out tho intentions of the old company, 
but will do it much quicker, because 
they have tlie capital to do it with. They 
will do at once what it would icquire for 
UB some vcam to accomplish." 


"We recognize the fact," eaid Mr. 


Coffin, "that in dealing with the public 
it will pay UH be?t to nive the people an 
abundance of c'ear pure wc.tor ihiougn 
an ample Bytitcm of pipes and to mi-el 
all tho necessary requirements.

Nationalism 
ia called the "Fourth 


Estate." Let me review the first three 
before enlarging on the fourth. 


Progress takes place only when either 


some individual? control other individ- 
uals, or wheu they voluntarily co-opt'r- 
ale together. 


t'OJU'ULsuiiY ro-urEit.vfiOX. 


l!ut voluntary co-operation is a Jiard 


lesson for men to learn; and, therefore, 
progress had fo commence with compn - 
sorv co-operation — with slavery. 1'eforu 
slavery men lived as do our Indian tribes 
to-day, individually, adding nothing to a 
common stock, to wealth. Hlaveiy was 
to our race, the first division of labor; it 
was the first form of co-operatiou ; lor it 
is too often overlooked, that division of 
tabor is at the same time co-operation in 
labor. Tho 
ruling principle during 


slavery was, of course, despotism, the 
irresponsible will of the T/ird. This waa 
the "first estate." 


Feudalism and serfdom constitute the 


icxt great period in the history of our 
•ace, coming in contemporaneously with 
.lie ascendency of Christianity and the 
lominion of the northern barbarians. 
Under it the lords of the soil were tho 
lominant class, but the persons of the 
workers were free, though they were at- 
tached to the soil where they were born. 


AS IMMENSE GAIN. 


This uhaiigc conferred an immense 


^ain on the working multitude. They 
were now invested with the niostele- 
neii[ar\' rights of all :t that of creating a 
amity for themselves. And their be- 
onging to the soil was far from being a - 
onether au evil since it confeired on 
hem the right to claim support from 
.he eoil. 
The ruling principle during 


.his period was custom, which provet 
tself a most efficient protector of the 
vorliers. It fixed strictly, and in many 
countries with rhe utmost particularity 
n details, the amount of work due to 
htir lord lor the use of the soil, and all 
he other rights tmd duties of every class 
<md individual. 
Freedom during Ihe 


middle ages meant the enjoyment o 
,hose rights which custom thus gave. 


It may well be a question whether the 


vorkera of that loug era were not a hap- 
ilcr class than our wugfi-workers. This 
vas the "t-econd estate." 


THE THIRD ESTATE. 


The progress* of mankind demanded 


,hat anotiier step should be taken. The 
ron bands ot custom had to he sundered. 
ndividual enterprise, began to assert 
tself. Private enterprise commenced in 
he closing ye.us ot the middle n»es, by 
uddenlyadvancinc commerce, in fact, 
levelopiii£ ihe commerce of the world, 
t gave rise to the discoveries ami invcn- 
10113 which now crowd upon each other; 
uremost among which are the discovery 
Of America, the invention of the printing 
>ressaud the steam engine. These, in 
heir tnrn.nnurished capital. Capital as 
in infant, growing up to youth »nd inan- 
lood, burst completely the fetters of the 
middle ajres by the ever .memorable 
Trem-h revolution, and has developed in 
mr daya into a giant by division of labor 
icing carried on to an extent not 
Ireamt. of before; or, what is the same 
hing, by H greater co-operation in pro- 
duction than waa known before. This 
we call the era of capital and individual- 
sm, or the "third estate."

natural advantages and devotion to 
American citir.enehip. Kew Mexico vas 
as nmcli entitled to statehood as the 
states recently added and the territories 
which it was now proposed to admit. 


Buckalew of Pennsylvania opposed the 


Idaho constitution, because it. outlawed 
he members of a certain church. Gates 
of Alabama, criticized the compulsory 
education feature ot the constitution. 
AlcAdoo of A'ew Jersey, while denounc- 
ing the practice of polygamy thought the 
;oustitutiou invaded the domain of re- 
ligious belief. Springer of Illinois said 
.ho majority of the Committee on Terri- 
tories framed the Idaho bill in such 
a way s£ to secure partisan legislation 
instead of proper legislation to bring the 
stale into the Union.

The result ie that the 
demand for California fruits is likely to 
he very great. Prunes, by reason of 
their superior quality, are forcing the 
foiei^i growth out of the market, and it 
in probable that the demand is likely to 
exceed the production. Jacobs advo- 
cates lesa canning of fruits and more 
drying. Dried fruits have commanded 
high prices, While canned goods are de- 
pressed and the present supply ia so 
large that a great amount will have to 
be carried over. 


Hydrographhi Work. 


S.vx FRANCISCO, April S. — A. Ham- 


mond Hall, Chief Surveyor of the Irriga- 
tion Bureau of the United States Geo- 
logical survey, elated to-day that very 
little was being done in hydrographic 
work iu the California rivers, tlie appro- 
priations of the present fiscal year having 
been expended long since.

Mr. Hull stated tliat $50,- 
000 yearly was needed in California, 
owing fo the extent to which irrigation 
was carried on.

drew D. "White, of Cornell university, 
tho American people havo opportunity 
to learn more of tho real truth about the 
French revolution than they have known 
hitherto. Our only sources o£ informa- 
tion havo been English books, which aro 
notoriously unfair to thosowho forced 
tho French revolution. 


President "Whito has been making his- 


torical studies on tho subject, and his 
conclusions aro very different from tho 
old stereotyped notions of blood, dark- 
ness, blasphemy and chaos that most of 
us havo imbibed. According to Presi- 
dent White tho revolution was the rising 
of a gallant people against oppression 
tho most cruel and wickedness the moat 
outrageous of modern times. It was not 
tho common people that were -wicked 
and impious. It was the nobility, their 
oppressors. 
Tho * church of the time 


sided with their oppressors, therefore the 
people naturally, and with good reason, 
ranked the church along with that which 
they meant should be destroyed forever. 
Education was wholly in the bands of 
the clergy, and they never taught the 
people anything. After the revolution 
ended it was tfte priests and the learned 
who wroto its history, in England and 
in France, and what wonder they col- 
ored it tu suit themselves? The people 
had no penman.

States, notwithstanding the fact that 
there ia an import duty levied upon the 
impelled goods. For the eix months 
ending March ], 1H9U, there weie 
Sll boxes 'of laieins entered at tho port 
of Sew York, of which number 1,027. 
783 boxes were Yalencias and Hi,U!*S 
boxes were Malagas. The coming sea 
son foreign raisins will liave to pay ai 
import duly of 50 cents per twenty 
pound box, which will give the Call 
fornia producers an advantage of 1C 
Cctnts per box more than they now en 
joy. 
The price of cur raisiiis ought to 


rule as hi^li the coming season as it did 
hist year, although the increased acrcam 
of bearing vines will be urged by pack 
era as a reafaou for cutting down lh 
price offered to producers.

Neither the banker nor the capitalist 
produce anything to the use or bonufl 
of mankind. It IB upon the wealth 
already accrued, made ami contributed 
by others, through the countless opera- 
lions of labor and the products oi the 
earth, that the banker and the capjtalii 
ncMinnilate ^rrater wealth. To aid i 
the process uf accumulation they aro 
exclusively aided und favored by the 
government. The farmer, on the otliei 
band, hiis for hia basis of operating it 
the pursuit of such wealth as he can ac 
cumulate in a life time, hia land, which 
he haa by hia labor ai.d care redeemed 
from desert condition.

Lime of need, when a Iriilo of money 
comparatively, will relieve him iron 
monetary pressure ami secure him from 
distress and ruin, while it dispenses to 
the banker and capitalist the, millions 
they ask, with no other security to.offer 
than tbe pnper the government has 
made the equivalent of money by the 
affixing of ita signature or tho impreVaion 
ofitaalamp; and it not only accepts hia 
paper security at nine-tenths of its fact, 
value, hut it allows him 4 per cent per 
annum aa the premium upon the trans- 
nntion; although, in the case of the 
fanner, there-is neither accoinmodatior 
to be extended nor premium of any kim 
offered to him.

Townscnd from W. O. Be- 
xan, the leading packer of .Valaga, fho 
latter statt-s thai "the raisins oi El Ca- 
jon are destined to be the highest-priced 
aud most satisfactory of any produced in 
California." The yield in I'll. Cajon, ow- 
ing to non-irrigation, is small in com- 
parison to Fresno, say half a ton of 
rai?ins to the acre against one and a half 
lo two, consequently the industry in the 
former district is not as lucrative, but the 
San Diczo liumii, recently, finished, will 
irrigate the whole of thin littlo valley. 
John T. (Jordan of Kl Cajon is the prin- 
cipal packer them, and his brand is the 
best known, and bas done much to raiee 
up tho reputation of this district. 


THK VISE DISEASE.

'What! know ye not that 
your bodies are the U-mptes of the Holy 
Ghost?" 


illHACLES SOT TIUSSiTORY. 


The speaker denied the assertion that 


the miracles of healing by Jesua and the 
Apostles were only for the purpose of 
establishing the divinity of our Lord 
Jesua Christ and that these miracles 
were only transient. It is not so taught 
in the liospel. If that was the object a 
few miracles would have sufficed,, but tlie 
Scripture says that "great muliitude*" 
came and were healed.

THE030PHY AXI» SPIRITUALISM. 


Both Are Unsparioffly Denounced, 


Together With tlie Christian 


Science Movement. 


From Daily Qnvedae&iiiy. 


"The Unitarian cannot be a Christian. 


The Unitarian and the Jew are the two 
modern thieves between whom Christ ia 
crucified," taid the Rev. John Alexander 
Dowie in the Adventiats Church last 
nil-Ill. 


'•The {,'reat reason why to-day," he 


continued, "Christianity boa not made 
the progress thai it should.ia because the 
divinity of Jesus Christ is not upheld. 
There is a good deal oi Unitarianism ia 
the Christian Church to-day denying the 
divinity of Christ." 


Back of the speaker waa stretched a 


white cloth bearing the following worda:

The subject of the lecture was, "The 


Two Chains; Good and Evil." 
The 


speaker argued that all good came from 
(Jod ;md ull (sv'il fiviM Satan, aud that 
God and Satan were persons and not 
S 


rinciplea, as is now taught in aomn of 
IQ philosophical and theological schools. 
"Whence this good and whence thia 


evil?" he naked. One oi the falsehoods 
of the Christian science, so called, ia to 
deny the personality both of Jesus and 
of Satan. They declare that Christ ia a 
principle aud not a person; tbat Satan, 
is an evil principle and not a person. 
They declare that evil does not exist, 
but that it Is merely the absence of good; 
that man is incapable of sin, sickncaa or 
any departure from holiness; they sneer 
at the atonement sacrifice, and while 
claiming to be in alliance with Christ, 
this false Christian science is in alliance 
with the Devil. They declare also that 
what men call evil is good. 


THEOLOGICAL IMPUDENCE. 


. "Some of these men claim that Jeaoa 
was a good man, Tliank them for that, 
but they should he condemned for their 
impudence. If Jesus wag only a good 
man He is nothing to me and nothing to 
thee. He is nothing to as unless Ho was 
divine. If He waa only a man He waa 
blasphemous, for He waa crucified for 
claiming to 
be the Eternal Son of 
i 


God." 


At another stage, of tbe discourse the 


reverend gentleman said: "Home mea 
say that man is developing higher 
powers than he had when ho was first 
created. Tlmt is not true. The very 
stones militate against tbat theory. Go 
to Egypt and gaze upon the mighty pyra- 
mids. The astrouomer royal of Scotland 
has given ua a wonderful insight into 
the great pyramids, and be aaya that as- 
tronomical ecieuee and tho ecience of 
construction were farther advanced in 
those remote ages when tbe pyramids 
were built than now. In fact, man bae 
deteriorated instead of advancing. 


TIIC DIVINE LAW. 


"Sin is tlie trangression of divine law. 


Nothing else is law except that which ia 
divine. All other is not law. Men may 
make what they call law, but unless 
they rest upon divine principles these 
laws will perish. One reason why na- 
tioua are continually altering the laws ia 
because these laws don't rest on a divine 
basis. 
We don't except 
even the 


constitution of the United States, for 
that has been amended and amended 
time and again, and has to be amended 
yet, because it doesn't harmonize with 
divine law, and all laws that doa't do 
that are transitory and must perish." 


In commenting upon the text in 


Isaiah: "Woe unto them that call evil 
good and good evil; that put darkness 
for light and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet and sweet for bitter, 
etc.," the speaker said: 


"The design of Satan is to mingle false 


religion and false philosphy,to make yon 
believe that evil is good. A great many 
of the most serious errors that curse 
humanity to-day arise from eayinga that 
look plausible, but which are utterly 
false; such as the saying that there ia a 
soul of good in things evil. There is no 
such thing as good in evil. 


NO NECESSARY EVILS. 


"People talk about necessary evils, but 


no evil is necessary. Evil is an nn- 
necessary thing fioin start to finish. 
Spiritualism 
and Christian science— 


falsely BO called—gigantic Christian im- 
postnre. which masquerades in tbe garb 
of Christianity; Theosophy, Esoteric 
Buddhism and every other form of false- 
hood makes provision for evil and teach 
that evil in some form works out good. 


"Disease is always and under all cir- 


cumstances, without any exception, the 
consequence of Bin and 
the work of: 


Satan. So that since our Lord Jeans 
Christ came into the world to destroy 
the works of the Devil, He must have 
come into the world to destroy disease, 
also, since it ia also the work of the 
Devil. 
Therefore His sacrifice covers 


man's physical as well as spiritual salva- 
tion." 


The present mission of Rev. Mr. Dowie 


will be continued for three weeks, and 
there will be preaching by Mr. Dowie 
every evening except Saturdays. Heal- 
ing room addresses will be made at 2 
p. M. daily except Saturdays, After the 
afternoon addresses all those who are 
seeking tho Lord for healing are seen 
privately.
